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GOING BACK IN RECONSTRUCTION,
From the N, Y. Nation,

There are rumors from Washington and
other quarters of a desire or intention on the
part of & certain section of zealons Republi-
oans this winter to tike sovere mensures with
vegard Lo Georgin—in short, to put her com-
l\letul‘y back under military rnle, by way of
punishing her for the crimes, disorders, and
goneral spirit of disobedicnce to the law by
which she is afflieted. Goorgin, as our renders
may remember, i neither in nor ont of the
Union. Indeed, her condition is perhaps the
most singular in which any community cver
found itself, She fullilled all the conditions
of admission which Congress preseribed by an
aol pu:m('tl for the purpose, June 25, 18G8;
General Mende officinlly certified the fuliii-
ment of some of thess conditions; the fulfil-
ment of the remaining one—the ratification
of the fifteenth constitutional amondmoent—
wasduly proelaimed by the President, and the
Georgin Representatives were therefore duly
admitted to the House. It only remained to
admit her Senators, but they were refused ad-
mission beeause, in the interval, the Legisla.
ture had expelled its colored members, its
right to be the sole judge of the qualifications
of its members having boen formally acknow-
fedged in a telegraphic despatch to General
Monde signed by the members both of the Ju.
diciary and Reconstruction Committees of the
House., The Senate, thersfore, deliberately
disregarded the act of June 23, and refused to
admit the Georgia Senntors on the conditions
therein prescribed, and by mere resolution
presoribed other and fresh conditions, one of
which was that the Logislature should lay
nside its claim to judge in all cases of the
qualifications of its members. No reasoning
in support of this extraordinary performanoe
was ovor produced. Mr. Btewart, of Nevada,
wrote the majority report of the Judiciary
Committes, but nobody but himsslf would
sign it, which was not surprising, as it was
gimply a piece of wild declamation. Massrs,
Conkling and Frelinghuysen, however, ad-
hered to its conclusion, which was that the
Georgia Benators onght not to be readmitied,
taking their stand apparently on the discre-
tionary power of the Benate in judging of the
qualifieations of ifs members, while Mr.
Trumbull made a majority report, containing
an argument on the other side, which has
pever been answered, and is, as it seoms to
ns, nnanswerable. Sinee then matters have
rempained unchanged. Georgia is in the
TUnion to all intents and purposes, except that
ghe has no representatives in the Senate,
Lagally, there is not the smallest Aaw in her
claim to be considered a State in the Union
any more than in the elaim of Oew York.

It is now proposed, howaevor, it is said, to
put her ont of the Union in fact as well as in
form, by placing her under “‘military govorn-
ment,"” the reason being that the people of
tho State are saucy and turbulent, and that
the revenue and police officers find it difMeult
fo discharge their duties properly, and that,
in short, life and property are not as secure
as they ought to be. It is guite safo to say,
however, that the condition of the State in
these respects is no worse than either North
or South Caroline or Tennesses, and is pro-
bably not one-quarter as bad ns that of Texas
is likely to be for the next {ifteen or twenty
years, Indeed, the ouly renson that exists
for not dealing with North Curolina and Ten-
nosseo as it is l)l'nlul'nrd to deal with ('n_'nrgin‘
is that in these Stintes negroes were not ex-
cluded from the Legislature before the State
find been formally and completely admitted
to the Union. It is, however, hardly neoes-
gary to argue against the right of Congress to
expel a State from the Union and put it nuder
moartial law because a majority for the time
being is not satisfied with the local adminis-

gration of justice. Those who believe Geor-
ginisinthe Union do not neod to be convinced
that she eannot be put out of it in this way.

But those who do not belieye she is in it,
and who now propose to put her back nnder
military government, would do well to ex-
plain to us what they waean by “‘military gov-
ernment,” and in what respect such a govern-
ment would differ froin that now in exist-
ence. It is all very well to talk of giving
General Terry “‘absolute control” of the State,
but what is meant by Lis “absolute control ¢
Real military government—that is, a govern-
ment of military officers, with a foree of sul-
diers and police at their disposal sufficient to
make the roads safe, bring robbers and mur-
derers to justice, enforce the collection of the
iaxes, and drive rogues and vagabonds into
bonest industry—would, as we have often
gaid, bhave been, in our opinion, an ex-
gellent thing for the Sonth for four or five
years after the war. DBoth blacks and
whites would have profited by it enor-
mmu-ly But no such govegpment was
ever institnted at the South. The govern-
ment the Reconstrnetion acts set up, for all
social purposes, diffored from civil govern-
ment only in name. ‘The Governor of the
State was called a gencral, and the State a
district, but in all ¢lso things went on as be-
fore. Sheriffs hunted down malefactors, civil
gourta tried them under the laws and consti-
tution. Indeed, the only marked way in
whioch the Reconstruction acts aflected the
machinery of civil government, was Ly the
exclusion of most of the intelligent, edncated
men in the Btate from all shure 1n working it,
The Union men who took office and went into
politics were by no means the best of their
class, and they were reinforced by persons
from the North, to & lurge nnmber of whom
doubtless injustice was done by Sonthern and

Democratic papers, hut who cettainly, as a
body, were not pordons whose advent was
any gain to the Sonth, The fact is, that
the state of things we established at the Houth,
punding the reconstruction of the Hlﬂ'lv.-t, has
'prulmbl;' been one of the worst ever witnessed.
"o eall it o military governmeat would be an
ingult to the army. No soldier would, if laft
to himself, tolerate it for a momont; and that
its results have not been worse than they
have been reflects the highest cradit holh on
whites and blacks, and especially an the
blacks., It has consisted, as everybody who
has secn it knows perfectly well, in the com-
mittal to the most ignorant, the pooresi, and
least reputable of a grest commuully of the
administration of ils jnstice and of jts
finances, and indeed of the work of legislating
for the exigencies of ten millions of people
emerging suddenly from n bloody civil war
and a social revolution, No soch experimen
could mucceed, or will ever suocceed. 'Thae
Almighty deoreed that it should not when He
gave man his reason, snd provided that il
shonld regulate hyman affairs, That the
disorders of every kind which atiliot Southern
soclety should be great is no wonder; the
wonder §& that they ure not grenter; and to
talk of punishing them, and rewoving them,
by romanding o State back to this state of
things, is like romsnding & man to the bar
roum to oure him of drundenpess. As long
88 we keep up a governmoent at Lhe Hounth

which men of intelligence and character and

the votes of his fellow Demoeratic moembaora

wenlth at the Boulh despise and detest, and ! for the place, not that there is any chance for

whioh has not even that lowest of all govern.
mental claims to respect—brute foroe at com.
mand—instead of putting an end to turbu.
lence, we sow the seeds of it.

We do not blame the anthors of the Recon-
atruction policy for the results of their policy.
It was just and expoedient that the prime
movers in the l{cbnlliun ghould be on"lmiml
from all share in the management of affiirs
while the basis of soviety at the Sonuth, and
{he relations of the revolted States to the
Union, wore undergoing revision Bul to
persist in keeping up this abnormal state of
things, and, above all, to thraust back into it
ony State which has even partially made its
way onut of it, would Le the hoight of folly
and wick edness, Congress may be fairly de.
fied to make mociety at the Sout h either sober,
orderly, industrions, or law.abiding, It may
puss what acts it pleases, and things will re-
main as they are till the individuals of whioh
Southern sociely is composed are improvoed,
and the work of improving them does not fall
either to General Terry or the Reconsbrno-
tion Committees. Providence has reserved
that for laws whose operation bogan with the
creation of man, and will only cense with his
extinetion.

THE “SATURDAY REVIEW” ON INTER
VIEWING,

From the N. Y. World.

The Seturdey Review, in common with the
press of New York, has been struck with
wonder at the enterprise displayed by this
jonrnal, which it mildly ealls a ‘““famouns’
newepaper, in the matter of Father Hyacinthe,
Ag Mr. Weller observed upon his erotic per:
secutiors, we “‘don't take no pride onut on it."
It is by no means a difficult thing to astonish
and awe-strike your English journalist with a
stroke of newspaper enterprise, nor do we
enjoy u monopoly of producing that sensn-
tion in his insular and figuratively as well as
literally hide-bound bosom. Even the T'ni-
bune, which prints such very stale news for
New York, is a prodigy of entorprise in Lon-
don, as it is o literary and political prodigy at
home. But the Saturday Hevivi, in its won-
der over the feats which, we beg to nssure
it, mere mortal men can altain to do by
the use of merely matural menns, goes so
far as to attribute to us superbuman powers
and supernatural agencies. It is not, per-
haps, surprising that an nnenlightensd and
superstitions Safurdoy Bevicw shonld take
this view of an nchievement so impossible to
the facultics of its compatriotie journals,
Lven as the credulous German populations
were wont to aseritbe an intinsaey with the
infernal powers to the mythical Fanst be-
cauge he was equul to leats of inte Hi\n_;rm'u
which bafled thein, or as {he anthorities of
Paris prosecuted the historical Faust on a
charge of “magic” for inventing that art of
printing which the World has only utilized
and extended so immeasurably heyond its
original scope as to make of it in effect a
new creation, do the seoffers of the Srturday
Heoview now charge upon us the sorcories und
conjurations which 1its prototypes charged
upon ours. But time has shown how ridien-
lous the chorge was iu their cases, and pos.
sibly the British journal of 1969 will have
advanced so fur bevond the British jonvoal of
the present poriod that Eoglishmon and
Su!urtlny Reviewers of that rercolo epoel enn
apprecinte and expluin, without resorting to
the theory of snpernatural interpusition, the
deeds done in the Werld of 1560,

The specitic allegation of the Satapdag Ko
eécio 18 that this journal wounld, if it had au
opportunity, “interview the devil.,™  Doubt-
less it would, and glory in the chance of con-
futing that potentate out of lis own month,
The only Englishmun whow tradition nssures
us to have had the favor of an interview with
him is St. Dunstan, who, with the same blind-
ness of what possesses human interest {hat
charncterizes his successor—the Iritish jonr-
nalist of to-day—allowed his visitor to return
without even taking notes of the conversa-
tion for the benefit of his “*home organ,” the
Chroniele of Glastonbury Abbey. The Gor-
mans are not reputed lively journalists, but
Martin Luther cortainly showed more appre-
cintion of the availability of the devil than
St. Dunstan. Whereas the canonized Rug-
lishman let him go unreported, the excom-
municated I'rotestant, ns  vulgar persons
would put it, “slung ink” at him like & man
and a reporter. In this particular, we avow
ourselves imitators rather of the CGierman
than the English model.

But, though we thus maintain the propriety
of interviewing the Devil, by way of making
known his views to our great constituency,
the membeors of which are total strangers to
him, we do not see that it would result in any
practical advantage. We would then have
him at first hand, itis troe, but we are
not without utterances plainly inspired by
hin, and anthentic contemporancous exposi-
tions of his opinious. We read, and ocea-
sionslly quote, the Satwrday Reolew. We
bhave actually interviewed and reported the
incarnnte Henry Ward Beocher. And daily
we receive and read and refute the messages
whigh the personnge in question daily de-
livers upon the fourth page of the Tribune,
Thus it will be seen that we do virtually *“in-
terview the Dovil," a8 the Soturdoy Recivw
justly avers that we stand ready to do.  Those

ittle personal details of horns and Loofs and

tail, which alone would be supplied by such
an interview nas that periodical suggests,
wonld be interesting, no donbt, but they
would add nothing (o our lmn‘titrul kmow-
ledge. 'The mnatural curiosity which the
Baturday Reviewers fecl about these, his in-
cidental pppendages, must be pestponed, we
fear, until they do their own personal and
posthumons interviewing with him,

To show the absurd misappreciation of *'in-
terviewing” in the British mind, we may ob-
serve that the Satupday Replew proposes to
im&mrl it into the DLntish realms, ‘This is
well enough, But to what end? T'o let the
British public know the opinion of the Queen
ind the Archbishop of Canterbury npon the
Weorld's pocount of  the slums of London, or
some such subject of travscendent moment?
I'a give to the British publie an easy and col-
logninl expresssion of the yiews of thely
statesmen, philosophers, divines, and teades-
men upon the uppermost questions of polioy,
religion, and fingnce? Not at all, Having
got this benign and instructive custom natn-
valized, the Soturday [lcelvir wonld prosti-
tute it 1o the scurvy purpose of drawing out
UMy, Ayrton,” Just Heavens! Who is Ayr-
ton, that publie jonrnals shonld be eumbored
with him? Thuos does *'the eys ses in any-
thing what it has the menns of sesing,” and
thus does the Britiah mind degrade the last
best gift of Amarien to man,

It ix alleged Ly the papera in gnostion that
B. B. Strang, of Tiogna, who is declarad to ha
the head and front of the Republican division
of the corrupt ring last wintor, will be the
eandidate of tho Republican cancus for
Spenker, and will undonbtedly be elected;
atd it is intimated that the obiject in making
Mr. Josephs the Democratio candidate is to
allow the Republicans to escape from the
odinvm that would naturally attach to the
choice of such a mau as Strang, by showing
that the Democratic candidate was l‘f'|'|i-'l",¥'
if mot move dishonest and corrupt, and thus

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THE COAL QUESTION AND THE DUTY
O CONGRESS,

Yeory soon after Congress meets it will be
called upon to take into consideration the
populdar grievance in regard to coal. New
England, New York, and New Jersey are at
issue with a few mining and railroad corpo-
rations who, by keeping the market at an
exorbitant rate. are able to obstrnet indus-
tries, and to add another to the many ills
which the poor have to bear. Where the
duty of our representatives lies is clear. The
(uestion is whether they will allow themselves
to be overridden by those corporations, and
induced to refuse a wegsure of justice im-
peratively demanded. The case is a peculiarly
linrd one froma double point of view. New
England, New Jersey, and this State depend
necessnrily for their anthracite coal upon the
mines of 'ennAylvanin. But the same capi-
talized influence contro’ ng hoth mines and
the railroads by whick their product is dis-
tributed, the price to consumers is kept by its
action ata rate which constitutes asevere
burden. At the same time the Atlantic coast,
which has within reach a supply of bituminous
coal, at a reasonable first cost, is deprived of
that supply by a tax which is at once impolitic
and unjust. The tax is upheld that the mines
may charge for the coal an unfair price, and
that the roilroads may w richer by carrying
it at charges which are beyond all reason.

The producing cost of a ton at the pit's
mouth (say at Mauch Chunk) is about $1°85,
to which may be added a fow cents more for
commission und so forth. The New Jersey
Central Railroad charges $1 a ton for freight
to Elizubeth, making the total cost there
about ¥5,  But the curgo price at Elizabeth
i, or was A lew days ago, %550 a ton for
Inmp, stove, and stonwer coul, We see here
the enonmous profits gained by the miring
and railway companies, and the consequent
Lardship inflicted upon the pnblio.  Of
course the Atlantic const, whiclh asks for the
use of NovaBcolia cosl, but is denied, fares
mineh worse, on accouunt of its greater dis.
tence from the mines. And the example
piven applivs to the Neading Ruilroad also,
which charges %258 u ton for the ninaty
miles between Port Carbon and Port Rich-
wond, On the other hind, the Ohio and
Beltimore Road, a mueh more expeusive one
s to working, from the steepness of its
grndes, earries conl from Cnwmberland to
Locust Point, wore than double the distance
of that between Ports Carbon and Richmond,
Tor F2:00,

The mining corporations have been en-
abled to prodace theso results by a system
of regulating the market and by producing
striker, suspensions, and every possible
means of alarmming the pubilie, and the rail-
ronds have ghetted them. Not only have
they done this, bat by studious misreprosen-
tations both have crested the impression
that the supply was unequal to the dewand,
and that prices must still go higher, The
consumers, however, or all of them who
conld do so, refused to “lay in stosks” in
obedience to these alarmist cries, snd the
truth becomes understood that only is the
supply equal to, but largely in excess of
popular requirements, It i1s.to be hoped
that Sthis abstinence from purchise will be
persisted in. There secms, indeed, no
reason why, in o very large number of ocases,
the system of luying up the winter's supply
mway not nltogether cense. At all evonts, the
time has come when Congress must look the
matter square in the face, and see how far it
18 justified in preserving a tax on Nova Beotia
caal, which injures the iron manufactures of
the Atlantic seaboard, which operates with
nnfoir preference in favor of the Pennsylva-
niniron mswwfacturer, and whiolh onables the
conl interests to impose upon the poor, snd
olstricts gvery industry which depends upon
